The company offered the defense 
that since the postmaster general con­ 
trols all wires they had no recourse 
than to obey his order. 
The commission in advance of the 
hearing issued a statem ent designed 
to show that Burleson’s order would 
cost Californians large sums of money 
in increased tolls. 
Burleson’s order, according to the 
commission, creates three different 
types of long distance service and es­ 
tablishes the mileage system as the 
rate making basis. 
The three types 
are the station-to-station rate, the per­ 
son-to-person service, in which a par­ 
ticular person is wanted, and the “ap­ 
pointment service,”

By this method about 781 different 
rates are fixed, the commission asserts, 
and of this about 760 are increased by 
Burleson’s order.

IU Labor and Socialist 
Leaders Outline Their 
Peace ConferencePlans

BERNE, Jan. 24. (Delayed)—Leaders of international labor and 
socialism, the influence of which has been officially recognized by the 
Versailles congress, expect to make an important contribution to the 
peace settlement, Arthur Henderson, British labor leader, told the United 
Press today they hope to obtain endorsement by the peace delegates of 
the following program: 
First. 
Establishment of the league of nations, with authority to 
prevent wars and enforce its decisions; all nations to be members, in­ 
cluding Germany as soon as she complies with conditions of the armis­ 
tice .and pays for the damage she hat done. 
Second. 
Acceptance of an international labor charter, securing a 
world standard of social and economic conditions. 
Third. 
Universal abolition of compulsory military service, general 
disarmament and prohibition of the manufacture of war material, except 
by international control. 
• 
Fourth. 
Non-intervention in Russian affairs but the 
exercise 
of 
moral force to bring the different elements of Russian socialism together 
and affording them representation at the peace table." 
Henderson expressed confidence that this program would be ratified 
by the international labor and socialist congress, which is to be held here. 
The congress was scheduled to meet January 27 but may be delayed by 
the inability of some of the delegates to arrive by that time. 
Henderson 
admitted the congress is having its difficulties. 
“We are under fire from both sides,” he said. “The Bolshevik! con­ 
demn us as being ‘yellow international politicians.* 
On the other hand, 
Samuel Gompers refuges to participate, claiming socialism has no con­ 
nection with labor and trades unionism. 
Both extremes, therefore, look 
askance upon us and we regard it as a sign that we are somewhere near 
right. 
“I don’t know when the first session will be held, as the delegates 
are having some difficulties with their passports. 
So far the 
United 
States has granted no passports to the American delegates. 
The Swiss 
did not welcome us but they are becoming more friendly. 
“We expected representatives of 17 nations, including Russia and 
the central powers, to participate in drafting resolutions which will be 
submitted to the peace conference. 
We have received the most cordial 
intimations that our decisions will be received with interest by the peace 
delegates. The congress here is expected to last about three weeks.”

Corporal Veale was a member of 
Company L for about ten years, and 
was well known in Orange county. He 
was with the boys at the border, an^ 
later at San Luis Obispo. 
Last July 
he left for France, and almost Immedi­ 
ately went into action. 
The letter follows: 
Revingy, France, Dec. 31. 
My dear Miss Rickey: 
Your letter of the 8th inst, came In 
the last mail, and I at once telegraphed 
to the Central Records Office for in­ 
formation about your cousin’s death. 
The enclosed telegram has just been 
received in reply. 
He was in the 308th regiment, which 
is in the 77th division. 
As you will 
see he was killed on the nth instead 
of the 4th of October. 
I am writing 
to the Division Commander, whom I 
know, enclosing your letter, md ask­ 
ing him to have the Company Com- 
mander write you as fully as possible, 
if he has not already done so. We are 
under orders to leave here in a few 
days for Bordeaux on the way home, 
-o I cannot make any further investi­ 
gation. 
Your cousin was transferred from 
our division to the 77th late in Sep­ 
tember, and went into action almost 
immediately. 
He, like nearly every 
one, was anxious to get to the front. 
and I know showed himself to be a 
brave and courageous tfighter, 
My 
heart aches for his sorrowing parents 
and friends, and I wish to extend my 
deepest sympathy. 
How gladly our 
oung men have gone into battle fight 
tie for truth, justice and humanity, 
under the flag they loved better than 
their lives! 
We all honor their mem­ 
ory. 
Captain Holderman covered himself 
with glory, and has now the D. C. S.

DOWN TREND 


Butter and Eggs Lead and 
Sugar and Potatoes Follow; 
Bread— Quien Sabe? 


Food prices are dropping. The wel­ 
come fact becomes joyfully apparent 
in a survey of the food price situation 
The price of eggs has gone to (JC 
cents per dozen, covering the three 
grades of eggs. 
Butter which sold around 74 cents 
ten days ago has dropped to CO and 65 
cents per pound. 
These are the two biggest features 
of the price dropping, although a gen 
eral tendency for practically all food 
products to drop in price within the 
next week or ten days seems likely. 
Bread which has been selling from 
IO to 13 cents, and in some cases 14 
cents per loaf, is expected to be more 
generally sold around the lower price, 
announcement being made by one con­ 
cern that bread will be available for 
retail at IO cents. 
Other bakers say that 10-cent bread 
is an economic and commercial impos­ 
sibility, that both flour and labor are 
higher than ever, and the price must 
be at least 13 cents or the baker will 
lose money. 
Sugar has declined IO cents per IOO 
pounds east of the Rocky Moumains, 
hut there has been no decline on the 
Pacific Coast. A substantial decline is 
probable, market men say. 
Potatoes showed a drop of 30 cents 
per IOO pounds within the last ten 
days. 
Eight pounds for 25 cents is 
likely to be a standard, at least for 
the present, it Is stated. 
Coffee, which has been soaring from 
three to six cents, is not expected to 
show a drop immediately. 
Indeed, it 
has gone up 5 cents during the past 
few days.

The St. Mihiel battle, great as it 
was, was only a Fourth of July parade 
compared with later fighting the Nine­ 
ty-first division went through, accord­ 
ing to a recent letter from Sergeant 
Claude W. Freeman to his parents, Mr 
and Mrs. J. W. Freeman of Orange 
avenue. 
Freeman is a member of Co. 
G, 364th infantry. 
Freeman’s unit was held in reserve 
during the St. Mihiel drive, he writes, 
and “This battle, compared with what 
we have since gone through, was noth 
ing but a Fourth of July parade. There 
were scarcely any American casualties 
and very few German, although a large 
number of enemy prisoners were tak 
en. 
These prisoners were a verv poor 
cample, from a physical standpoint. 
* with those whom we encountered lat 
i er. 
Most of them 
were old 
stoop 
shouldered men or mere boys who 
seemed only too glad to be taken. 
From Pagny sur la Marne we went to 
the woods in the rear of where the 
Meuse-Argonne 
battle 
commenced. 
You have doubtless heard of this fight 
in the daily newspapers, so I shall not 
attempt to describe the part taken by 
our division. 
Accept the statements 
made by the newspapers as truth, for 
do not believe that any man could 
conceive of anything which would ex­ 
aggerate the actual happenings. 
Our 
own company suffered heavily in eas 
unities: 
not so many bovp killed 
though, 
and 
now 
those who were 
wounded are gradually rejoining us 
hading been discharged from the hos­ 
pitals. 
This battle was the hardest 
ever fought by th° American army 
over here, and I believe was a very 
important factor in hastening the arm­ 
istice. The troops against whom we 
were pitted were Germany’s best—the 
Prussian Guard, and it must have been 
a sad blow to their military leaders to 
note the way in which our men literal­ 
ly walked through their lines, paying 
no more attention to their machine 
gun fire than they would to hail, but 
plodding ahead as if they were ma-

Join In Wonderful Whoop 
at Departure 


GARDEN GROVE, Jan. 25.—A C. 
Stanley received a letter from his sis 
ter, Miss Beulah Stanley, who is with 
tho American Red Cross iii England. 
Miss Stanley is well known, having re­ 
sided with her parents on a ranch here 
for a number 
of 
years. 
Prior 
to 
entering Red Cross work she was a 
teacher in Los Angeles. 
She says in part: “I landed safely 
in Liverpool about December 8th We 
had a very nice trip except two days 
when we struck a storm. 
The boat. 
an English transport, was not overly 
large and it seemed as if the sea 
would swallow us up. The water as it 
dashed and rolled was the most mag 
recent sight I have ever witnessed. 
Tile last two days we had to carry our 
life belts with us all the time as we 
were in the mine district. We passed 
a vessel which had been hit and part­ 
ly submerged just before we reached 
'he harbor. 
All the passengers” on 
.lie boat were Red Cross and Y\ M. C. 
V. workers—a very interesting lot of 
people, gathered from every state in 
he Union. 
“When we landed they sent us to 
Manchester as there were no hotel 
accommodations in Liverpool. We re 
mained there three days and then 
some of us came back to Liverpool 
We are going to London in a day or 
two. We are killing time for a while, 
waiting to see what 
decision 
the 
President wishes to make concerning 
America’s part in the reconstructioi 
work, and also because they are shut­ 
ing troops so much we cannot get pas­ 
sage. 
We are doing odds and ends 
for the Red Cross. They like to have 
us spend as much time as possible in 
♦lie hospitals just cheering up the boys 
and telling how' America is getting or 
without them. 
They are the most 
cheerful crowd I ever saw to be arm­ 
less. legless, gassed, etc. 
Last Saturday the Cedric sailed for 
America carrying 
3,000 
troops. We 
went down and helped serve coffee and 
cakes to the boys as they boarded the 
beat. 
Talk about a happy, enthusias­ 
tic bunch—I haven’t a n y words to ex 
press it. 
The band played the bove 
veiled and everybody just wert crazy. 
Even the ones on stretchers almost for­ 
got they were sick. As the boat pulled 
out they gave three cheers for tin- 
Red Cross girls and . it 
was 
some 
‘whoop.’ 
“We don’t get everything we want 
to eat here hut there is plenty to keep 
anyone from going hungry. We have 
very little fruit, sugar or meat, ex 
cept chicken and turkey. 
I ti Man 
chester I visited a school which dates 
back to the fourteenth century. 
It is 
a sort of charitable institution. The 
children are required to dress as they 
did when the school was founded. The 
furniture and woodwork fall hand­ 
made. of course) is very wonderful.

THE INEFFICIENT COW 


“THE LEAGUE IS HERE" 


Maybe 
Premier 
Clemence*!* 
was 
misunderstood when he seemed to de­ 
clare for a return to the old “balance 
of power." 
At any rate, if he was 
ever committed to that policy he has 
changed his viewpoint. 
His inaugural 
address as permanent chairman of the 
peace conference showed him appar­ 
ently as earnest and eager for an in­ 
ternational peace league as any of the 
more outspoken delegates from other 
countries. 
It was not the old, familiar “Tiger,” 
but a genuine idealist, who spoke of 
“the new institution which we will try 
to establish, in order that nations may 
at length escape from the fatal em­ 
brace of ruinous wars.” 
“It is a great, splendid and noble 
ambition which has come to all of us,*' 
he said. 
And he added these signifi­ 
cant words: 
“We have come together as friends. 
All else must be subordinated to the 
necessity of remaining friends. 
For 
the league of nations is here. 
It is 
yourselves. 
It is yours to make it 
live; and to make it live we must have 
it in our hearts.” 
This need not be taken as mere sen­ 
timent nor mere courtesy. 
Clemen- 
ceau is not given to either. 
He evi­ 
dently regards the allied nations as­ 
sembled in Paris as constituting, even 
now, a veritable league of nations. 
They are, in fact, a league which has 
made peace. 
It remains to preserve 
peace. 
The Allies are the natural charter 
members of the league of nations that. 
is to be created as a permanent organ­ 
ization. The French premier’s idea 
evidently is to keep them together and 
keep them functioning in this capa­ 
city. 
That is a natural and practical wqv 
to go about it. 
Irater on, enemy coun­ 
tries can be admitted—when they have 
made sufficient reparation and estab­ 
lished stable governments of the right 
sort. 


“The principal cause of inefficiency 
in 
milk 
production comes through 
treating it as a side line, with no real 
interest or enthusiasm in the produc­ 
tion of milk as a science or a busi­ 
ness.” says an expert. 
Is this from 
the standpoint of the cow? 
If so, it is easily understandable 
that any cow’ may have fonnd difficulty 
in producing milk as a side line, but 
after wireless, who shall say that any­ 
thing is impossible? 
In any case, clearly what is needed 
is a training school for inefficient 
cows. 
Bossy has not regarded milk 
ghing in its true light. 
Probably she 
has been swept away by the commer­ 
cialism of the age. To any unthinking 
cow it must seem foolish to give a 
pound of milk for nine cents when she 
could get fifty-nine for a pound of por­ 
terhouse. 
That the brief tenure of the 
one business, even with its high re­ 
turn, cannot possibly compete with the 
steady flow of the other, is beyond her 
comprehension. 
And now that the se­ 
curities board is disbanded, who is 
there to show an innocent cow that 
there is too often a false security dis­ 
guised in a high return? 
A big condensed milk concern long 
has advocated, as especially desirable, 
“milk from contented cows." 
Perhaps 
by the simple method of putting the 
cows under the training of an effi­ 
ciency expert, it would be possible to 
advertise “milk produced in the most 
scientific and businesslike way by in­ 
terested and enthusiastic cows.” with 
who knows what benefits to a jaded 
world?

GARDEN GROVE, Jan. 25 —In a let­ 
ter received by Mr. and Mrs. A. J. 
Chaffee from their son, Captain Burns 
S. Chaffee, M. R. C., dated Rome, Dec. 
22, 1918, he says In part: 
"I arrived in Rome yesterday in 
com pany w ith two officers from Evac­ 
uation hospital No. 8. 
A Canadian 
officer and an Italian lieutenant who 
has been stationed in the Alps and be 
longs to th a t branch of service known 
as m ountain artillery’. 
“Our trip from Nice to Rome was 
for the m ost part along the shores of 
the M editerranean sea. 
The coast is 
very rocky and the m ountains come 
down to the shore line and sharp pro­ 
jections of land extend some distance 
into the sea, forming large coves. For 
the g reater part of the distance the 
steep hills are, to a great extent culti­ 
vated. 
Many grapes are grown, the 
chief product. 
Olive trees are thickly 
planted in many places. 
I saw num­ 
erous orange and lemon groves. These 
gave evidence 
of having had 
little 
care. 
‘‘Yesterday afternoon we climbed a 
hill overlooking most of the city. We 
saw in the distance St. Peters Church, 
the 
Forum, 
monument to Victoria 
Emanuel II (grandfather of the pres­ 
ent king of Italy), the 
Pantheon 
(a 
tem ple dedicated to all the gods), and 
many other places of interest. 
‘‘Sunday evening. 
Today we visited 
some of the old churches, the Forum,

Colosseum 
and

places. 
The guide filled us full of 
“dope." 
I guess part of it was true. 
We saw some very interesting views, 
to me by far the most interesting were 
the Forum and the Colosseum.

Statistics of vital interest to every 
citizen are the compilations of the 
Fish and Game Commission for 1918, 
sketching, as they do, the progressive 
development of the state’s vast re­ 
sources in her fisheries. 
With the 
conservation of this enormous source 
of food supply by research and regu­ 
lation, this state board is, among its 
other duties, charged. 
Gathering of 
exact statistical data, looking toward

Depleted by over-fishing, and damaged 
lastingly by the blasting for the rail­ 
road bridges during Hic spawning sea­ 
sons of the early '80s. the Sacram ento 
“run” has been one of the Fish and 
Game Commission’s most serious flsh- 
eultural problems. 
Four years 
ago 
the state experts set about a definite 
campaign for its restoration by arti­ 
ficial means. 
In 1915, over 35,000,000 
salmon were liberated in the state, 
and two and one-half millions of them 
were four to five 
inch “yearlings,” 
held to that size In the rearing ponds 
at Mount Shasta hatchery on the up­ 
per Sacramento. 
The salmon cycle of life is 
four 
years; in the fourth season from the 
tim e they were spawned, the sexually

It 
is also proposed that a motorist who 
demands immediate appearance before 
a justice of the peace does not thereby 
forfeit his right to a five-day stay be­ 
fore trial for preparation of his case. 
All fines shall be made payable to the 
city or the county, rather than to the 
justice of the peace himself. 
A new scheme to aid in the preven­ 
tion of auto thefts and assist Iii the 
apprehension of the thieves Is also to 
be incorporated in the new law. This 
provides for an operator's license fee 
of 25 cents, which aum shall go for 
♦ he maintenance of state motor police, 
part of whose duty shall be that of 
watching the roads that read out or 
the state. By this means many of the 
cars that are stolen can be stopped 
at the state border. 
The highway transport committee 
made one recommendation of vital im­ 
portance and that is changing the age 
for chauffeurs of automobiles that are 
for hire, from an 18-year minimum, 
as at present, to a minimum of 21 
years.
